T HF next name closely connected with ihe Old Mission Church is that 
of the Rev : THOMAS TRUEBODY THOMASON. 

Tltomasun was horn at Plymouth in 1774 At the age 0 1 5 ho went to 
school in Greenwich. At 12 he won a silver medal for writing and speaking 
In Latin. At 13 he obtained a post as French interpreter to Dr. Coke, and 

travelled with him to llie West Indies. /G* 

He received an Gland scbolarsliip, and went as pupil to Mr Clark,**,, 

Chatham Bow. Thence be went in October 179a to Magdalen College CaA& MO • ** 
bridge. He became attached to Charles Simeon, Hnd attended hi# lecture* 

Natural And Revealed Religion. 1. 

In India comparatively little is known of Simeon ; and yt it was from 
frmitv Church, Cambridge, and from Simeon's own rooms at King* College, 

Uuil radiated so much of that apostolic spirit which wrought great things for 
fndu in the early years of the 19th century It was his privilege to awaken 
the hearts and engage the affections of men destined to achieve great 
spiritual triumphs- Brown, Martyn. Corrie* Thomason, Deakry and Boy« 
were all "Simeon's men." and all of these were associated in more or k*>* 
degree with the Oh! Mission Church Simeon used playfully to speak o» 

India as hb own special "Diocese," a* hr was the means of lending out so 
manv men into this part of the Mission field. Simeon was particularly 
interested in the welfare of the Old Mission Church, which retained his 
affectionate interest till the end. One of our Old Church deeds appoint mg 
new Trustees was signed in his rooms at King's College anti hears hi* 

•IgnaLure upon it. 
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Thomaxm won the NocrUian prize, anil received an offer of a 
chaplaincy, frith a view to the Old Church ; but hr declined it ; and rhe 
chaplaincy was offered to Mr Buchanan who went, as we have seen, to 
Barrack pore, but assisted largely at the Old Church, 

Thomason was 51I1 Wrangler, and was ordained as curate to Mr Simeon in 
October 1796. He was made Frllfcw ami Tutor of Queen’s College. He marrted 
Miss Fawcett of Sealeby Castle in January 1799. For 1J yean he was curate 
to Simeon at Trinity Church and Stapleford. Ot all Simeon’s disciples, 
Thomason was the one who enjoyed the most intimate friendship with him. 
He loved Thomason as a eon. Thomason had indeed r * such a torveahle 
spirit; he wa* so gentle, so humble, so little selfish, so little envious, tt would 
haw been difficult not to hive him. ' 

His lift: with Simeon was sr* entirely happy and congenial to him, that 
he was very loath to break it off. But in t8o8 when hr was again offered 
the chaplaincy ol the Old Church, he accepted it. Mr. and Mrs Thomason 
sailed in the ship Travers, which was lost off Cape Negrnis, and those on 
hoard had a marvellous escape- The Tliomasons arrived in Calcutta on 
November 19 1808 having lost all they po*i*^ed except tin* dothr* 

they had on, to find a furnished house all ready lor them and a warm 
welcome from Mr Brown, "who told us to look round the walls—this 
furniture and the house were utirv It was a house built m faith and prayer 
the residence of a missionary, out of the contributions of a number of 
poor persons who for many year* pu^l had subscribed toward* a fund fur 
U»e support of the (ki3pcl. and united their prayers that God would send 
them a minister.” No wonder that tear# of thankfulness rase lo tlieb oyes 
as they looked round their future home, *0 thoughtfully and kindly provided 
for them- This house war of course No. to Mission Row*, built by the 
Evangelical Fund, on ground given by Brown, who had bought it from Charles 
Weston It was at that time 3 two storied building. 

Service^ at the Old Church in 1808 were at 8 a. m and 8 p m. The 
congregation numbered 250 At the Thursday evening service the attend¬ 
ance was mo- "Tlie Church might hold 450 with the galleries. The 
number of Company** sen ant* attending was small. There Merc week-day 
Ccltagt Xffttingt. 

Under Thomason the attendance increased, and in six month* tt was 
thought necessary to "enlarge " the Church , but how it was enlarged b not 
stated. Tim attendance on Thursday evening rose to 150. 

In Jane 1810 Conte went over to Gxwnpore itul found M&trtyn lookiug 
very ill Mnrtyn |rlt CawnpOre on October l«t for Calcutta on his way to 
Persia. Ou November jrd he arrived, and had the loug expected pleasure 
of meeting 'dear Thomason” and stayed with him ai 10 Mirrion Row. On

avked to conseeratc the Old Mission Church : but he refused to do so, 
on Lhc extraordinary ground th^i the paironag^ was v^rated in private 
individual* and tiot iu LiiC Eiai India Company 1 r. in Gevernmenl 
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In 1815 the European Female Orphan Asylum lor children uf soldiers 
was started by Mrs- Thomason, while he. to provide pure literature for 
Europeans, commenced the Calcutta School Book Society, now « business 
firm rather than a charitable institution In the city, the Hindu College was 
tlarlrd shout this time. 

In 1816 Thomason welcomed the Rev: W Greenwood arid the Rev: 
C. G. Schroctrr, the first C M. S. missionaries to come to north India 
Greenwood began work in Kiddcrpore, the first C.M.S station in Bengal, 
and Schrocter was designated for Thibet, which liowcvcr hr was never able 
to enter. 

In the veai 1817 the Church Missionary Society "gained 1 firm position 
and presented a bold front in Calcutta, " Thoinaaoo speaks with Animation 
and joy of the missionary meeting* in hU church and among bis congregation, 
in which, as a nmltcr of almost neccs*an consequence, the number ol serious 
htareif uMlIilt ‘ d. A Monthly Missionary Prayer meeting was established. 
But an the other hand Bishop Middleton prohibilctl the missionaries from 
talcing services in any church * 

Corrie returned from furlough in August 1817, and on Sunday Oc tober 13 
he prenebed s sermon at the Old Church on behalf of the C M. S This 
seems to have been the first discourse from the pulpit of the Established 
Church In India with a professedly missionary spirit On November 17 hr left 
for Benares. In October 1831 Corrie bought the property at 33 Amherst 
Street Calcutta as a C M. S mission compound, out of a *uin of R*. 30.000 
given to him by Major Phipps for mission purposes. It had formerly been 
a tannery. 

About tht» time 4 Diocesan School Committer was formed and Bishop's 
College was founded in 1820. 

In March Corrie again preached for tlie C- M. S. in live Old Churchy 

In April Conic wrote, "our Schools have now upwards of 400 boy* and 
134 girls in Calcutta.* 1 

In October 1823 Bishop Heber armed, and appointed Corrie a< his 
Archdeacon. Heber thought also very highly of Thomason, and transferred 
him to the Cathedral Church (St John’s), so that his ministry at the Old 
Church now dosed and he went now to live at his house in Garden Reach, 
which is mentioned in Darton’s Life and Times of Mrs. Sherwood 

In this year Charles Grant, who had been for some yean a principal 
Director of the East India Company, died in London, and a tablet was 
erected to his memory in the Old Charch. 
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In Mrmory of 

CHARLES GRANT ESQR 
Late a director of the Hon'blc E I. Company 
ami formerly a Civil Servant of U*is Presidency, 
who was distinguished by his inwearied xeul 
in promoting the cause of religion in India, 
of which this Church purchased al his expense 
and preserved for the service of God, 
is a proof & monument. 

Hr died in London October 31 AD. 18*3 aged 78 years. 

The Rci : THOMAS ROBERTSON assisted at the Old Church from 
1813 and the Ret. G. \V. CRAl'FORD from December 1822 Mr. Crauford 
took charge on Mr. Thomason's transfer to St. John's in the following March. 
In 1824 Corrie look charge fot Crauford for >ornr time, being assisted by the 
Rev. ISAAC WILSON of the C. M. S In June 1825 the Rc> \r GOODE 
came to assist Mr, Crauford. Cranford's catechising on Friday evening? are 
mentioned in the Old Church room. Soon after ihi«, on Cranford's leaving, 
Mr. Goode took charge with Mr Hnmmorid to help him. 

The first steamer to come to Calcutta, the Emterfirtt*. carne in 1825. 

Thomason left India in February 1826. thoroughly satisfied with leaving 
the Old Church in such excellent hands. The voyage was a distressing one 
lor Mrs Thomason died at sea. Tliomason worked for a while at CheJtcn-

burn* In 1828 he married again, and returned to Calcutta in October, hoping 
to take up the charge of the Old Church once more j but almost immediately 
on arrival he fell ill, and was ordered by thr doctors to go on a sea voyage to 
Mauritius, where he died on June 21, 1829 

HU *on James became Lieutenant-Governor of the North Wrstrrn Pro¬ 
vinces in 1843-1853, and look a lively interest in founding C St, S. Mission 
stations in that province, One of Thomason'* daughters married Colonel 
Hutchinson of Cossipore Gun Foundry, and Lady J Moles worth Macpherson 
was their gnmd-daughtcr Another daughter married Captain Stephen, R. E 
who died in 1823. 

On November 12, (826 the C M S. Chapel at Mirxaporc (now Trinity 
Church) was opened, Bishop Hcber having given Rs 1,000 towards it Mr 
Dcerr preached at the opening service. It was long known as Come'a 
Church; and the lane near by bore the name of Conic'* Church Lane 
(not Carey's Church Lane as in Mr Cotton's book, Cafcntta Old and 
Nree \ which was due to a municipal clerical *rror in the street label, 
since rectiftad William Carey never had any connection with this part 
of Calcutta, whereas the deed for C. M S. property abutting the lane

Mr. Udny died at his house in Culcutta. and wn* buried in the Mission 
Cemetery in North Bark Street. 

In 1831 the Rev. R. B Ooycs, yet another of Simeon'* men, but 
some*hat younger than th»»*e already mentioned, was appointed as |«nior 
chaplain to the Mission Church ; and here he laboured for ten years, being 
specially beloved by the young people of the pur id). 

In November 5, 1S32 Bishop Daniel Wilson arrived in Calcutta as the first 
Mctrtipolllan Bishop of India Before leaving England, bt had arranged 
with the Director* of the East India Company fnr the formation of the 
Bishoprics of Madras and Bombay Charles Simeon was greatly delighted 
,il this development of the Church in India, and 6aid lo tins Bishop, 'Even if 
you should never reach India, you will have done a great work.'* 

In Bishop Wilson s time thr fact of the Old Church never having been 
rpiscojwtlly conic* nd*d was again brought up. and onctr again the Bishop 
declined to consecrate it, but on grounds totally different to tho*e upon 
which Bishop Middleton had refused to consecrate it. Htabop Wilson a 
reply was to the effecl that It wo# unnecessary to consecrate It now. aa it had 
been already abundantly consecrated by the prayers and worship of God * 
people tor two generations, and by the ministry of such eminently sainted 
men of God five Bishop Itecomt a regular attendant at tlur werh-nigh!

•But you may then say to the E. L Co. ‘Build us an equally good church 
in the black Town, and we will give up this to you.

■ Mr. Grant has left this Church as a Mission Church, ami we cannot do 
injustice to him, suffer liis purposes to he altered . much lew be ouraelvr 
accessory to the alteration of them. I desire that this 50,000 Rupees be 
made Rs. 150,000 that they may In case of necessity be able to support the 

ministers 

"I desire that a copy of this be given to the Bishop ol Calcutta, and la

This extract is particularly Interesting as shewing the keen personal 
interest that Simeon look in the Old Church up to thr very last lor It wo# 
on November »3 of this same year 1836 that Charles Simeon passed 4 \ray at 
the ripe age of 77* M** in this life “determined to know nothing but Jesus

Of far greater importance than this is the fact that various slumbhtig- 
blocks Iknrtting the path %if I hoe* who »imly the history of Um period tiu> 
vanish m the light of fhU ioterpetrotinn of the BUck Hole incident In thr 
minutes of a meeting ol the Secret Committee nf the Bengal Council held on 
board the Phaenia vrhoonez at Ftfila on August uml 1756 we find ihr-v 
words:— Major Killpatrick on the tjth in*taut wrote *» eomplnntntart 
Utter to the Nabob Suraged Dowla eompl tuning a little of the L j’«t 
usage of the English Honourable Company, assuring him of hi* good 
intentions notwithstanding v>hnt had happened and begging in the 
meantime, till thing* were cleared up, that he would treat him at least 
as a friend and gi*r orders that Oar people may be supplied with 
provisions in r full and fnnndly maimer.** •• We are amazed Umi English- 
men could write in Uiis strain to n man responsible for ttie tragedy td the 
Black Hole and then without a blush enter it. in the record of their proceed*, 
ings Sir William Hunter's explanation is that the terrible sufferings they 
had endured in thr fewr-Htru Icon delta caused them to dr.sccod to 11'-**. 
depth* 1,1 But the rxplanation does not hold good a* far «u Major 
Kiilpainck U concerned. He had been sent from Madras with a reinforce- 
ment ol joo men and arrived at Fuh.i a fortnight before the letter uni* 
despatched. ** British officers do not grovel at the ft*! of the murderer* r»l 
thefr countrymen. 

Again we were Lrnglit At srhool to look upon CUve uni only a« tho 
vindicator of British might, but also as thr avenger nf blood and then wo 
rent in thr records that the Mndms Council. »vtu» fitted out thr expedition.

Further when we rend the terms of the treaty made with Sbaj.ud-iaula 
on thr $tb February, 1757, and the terms of the treaty made with Mir 
lafar N * a few months later we are struck with the fact tJiat there is not a 
word about compensation to the widow* and children *■ of the men said to 
luivr been put to death in the Black Hole, nor a demand for justice on the 
murderers * 7 


Lastly the records reveal the astonishing fact that no official 
account of the Black Hole tragedy was ever sent home by the Bengal 
Council to the Court of Directors. After narrating events up to the 18th 
June, *756, the letter from Utc Council at Fulta to the Court of Directory 
proceed* as follows " The neat morning they commenced a brisk fire upon 
the fort which they continued the whole day and great part of Sunday Uir Joth 
and having gained possession of the several houses near the factory ami the 
Oiurch, they destroyed 4 great many of our officers and private men, who 
being harassed out with continual duty and the enemy overpowering us with 
their numbers, the walls were sealed on the evening of the 20th, and the 
fort surrendered upon promise 0/ their civil treatment of the prisoners. 
We have now given your Honours a summary relation of the Nabob's 
proceedings at Cassimbaiar, his march against Calcutta, the attack and capture 
of that place M "" The Council promised to send further particular- of the

second consideration we find it impracticable to form a narrative that will 
be assented to by oil the members of the Board who warft concerned In these 
transaction? Wc must therefore beg leave to refer your Honour* to the 
several addresses those gentlemen have separately made you through the 
channel ol this Board They are transmitted In this packet and to your 
candour we submit our conduct, without any further comment." ** Now It 
is quite easy to trace these letters. They were written by Drake, Watts, 
Becher, Collet aiul HolwelL rt0 They arc full of charges, countercharges and 
recrimination & on such subjects as the cause of the Nawab's attack on Calcutta, 
the defence of Cassimbazar and the mistakes made in the defence of Calcutta. 
The onlt one who refers to the Black Hole incident is Holwet) and he 
casually mention* his sufferings there It is difficult to understand huw the 
Black Hole incident could have been a subject of controversy if it really 
happened and still more difficult to understand why the Council mentioned 
in their former letter, that the fort surrendered upon promise of dvil treat¬ 
ment of tiic prisoners and omitted to state immediately alter that 23 of the 
Company's servants alone had lost their lives in consequence of thAt promise 
being bioked, if if Had been broken.

Tlie reference to the victims of the Black Hole tragedy at tht* end of the 
last section mud have caused the reader to ask. " Then how did those men 
die ?" The labour* of Mr S. C. Hill, late officer in charge ol the record* 
of the Government of India, who has collected together and printed in his 
three volumes entitled 41 Bengal in 1756.175;” proliably every memorlai of 
the time relating to the Black Hole that is to fwi found in the archive* of 
London. Calcutta, fbiris and The Hague, enabler this question to be answered 
From those volume* we can learn whal happened from 10 o'clock In the 
morning of tht t^th June, when Governor Drake and his companion* deserted 
the Fort, to the evening of the aoth when the Fort was captured.

north-west ward. From each uf these assaults they were beat all with great 

loss to them before noon.when finding we had 25 killed and 70 or 

more oj our best men wounded and our Train killed, wounded and 
deserted to all but 14 and not two hours’ ammunition left, we threw out a 
llag of truce towards the evening intending to amuse the enemy and make

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The following extract Irani tlir general letter of the Court of Director* 
to the President and Council of Fori William b of importance. 

13. We have attended to the several informations and proceeding* on 
the subject of the rrvenu**, and from the result of our observations we see 
reason to Halter ourselves that with care and industry great improvements 
mav be made in the Puanner collections. We find the revenues of the 
Calcutta lamb, a* well as ol Burdwnn. Midnaporc and Chittagong, have been 
considerably augmented, and this increase gives us a •cnrible pleasure, 
because we perceive the number ol inhabitant* have increased at the «me 
lime which we regard as a proof that tlwy have found in those provinces, 
a better security of their property and relief from oppressions ; and it b 
with particular satisfaction we can attribute these advantages to thrir being 
more immediately under the Company's management and under the constant 
and minute direction of our ronvenanted servants. The like abuses which 
have been corrected iu these districts, are still severely felt, through all the 
Province of Bengal ami Behar, where tbr numerous tribes of fouicdars. 
amibi sikdars etc practice all the various modes of oppression which have 
been in use as long as the Moorish Government lias subsisted To correct 
abuse* of so long a growth will require much time and industry ; and, above 
alt, % patient and moderate exertion of the powers invented In us by the 
grant of the Dcwattnee: for we do not mean, by any violent and sudden 
reform, lo change the constitution, but to remove liir evil by degrees, hy 
reducing that immense number of Idle sycophant*, who for Ihelt own 
emolument, and that of their principals, are placed between the tenant and 
the Public Treasury, and of which every one must get his share of plunder, 
the whole mass of which mud amount to a most enormous sum. Among the 
various informations we have received on this subject we have particularly 
attended to Mr. Sykes* letter relating to Dinagepore, entered in your 
Select Committee'* Proceeding* of Ihe to February tjM. This letter 
e xhibits, at one view, a very ample description of the abuses we are speaking 
<»f. and which we wish to eradicate. 

. - _ . 

14. Oar intention is to proceed in this work without taking oft from any 
of those profit* and emoluments, which have usually accrued to the Zemindars, 
who have inherited lands from their ancestors, much less to add any thing to 
the rente to he collected from the tenants; on the contrary we mean to better 
the condition, bolh of the one and the other, by relieving them from many 
oppression*, which they now labour under. 

15. But a plan ol reformation of so r*tensive .1 nature, cannot be 
effected hy one man, it must be the constant attention of many; nnd for this 
purpose, we have resolved to e»uhlish ■ Committee of Mime of our ablest 
servants, lor the inunagnnrnt ol the Dewunnce revenue* at Muxadsvad, 
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[Murahidabad] for the Bengal Province, and at Patna, for that of 
Bahar 

16. The Gentle-men to he «o appointed, shall he comptroller for the 
management of the Duanne revenue under your direction, and they are to 
have wi many other of our junior covenanted servants foe assistant*, as from 
time to time tnn) be found necessary to Iv *ent into the several province*, 
incorrect abuses and maintain the intended reformation. 

17. The object of this Council must hr first to inform themselves 
of the fra) state of the collection* in every part, that »» to say, what rents 
are at this time actually paid by the tenants, and what was prid formerly, 
what U the nature ol tlu? cultivation, and what the chief produce of each 
district; and whether, In that respect, there seems a prospect of improvement. 
Tlioy arc next to inform themselves of the amount of the charge* of collection 
for some year* past, in as particular a manner a* possible J and you arc then 
to judge how many of the amil* and other officer*, among whom those 
immense sums have been divided, may be spared. This saving, /.% far as it 
can reasonably be carried out at the same time that it will be ^ profit to the 
Company in point of revenue, will likewise be u relief to the tenant, for it 
cannot be doubted but that these numerous instrument* of power lay llw 
inlubiUuts under contribution in various secret ways, over and above what 
appears upon the face of the account*. 

1$. (n this reformation you arc to proceed with a moderate, steady 
and persevering spirit of enquiry, looking rather to the prevention of frauds 
for the futurr, than to the punishment of thus? offence* whbli have already 
passed, and which, if not justified, tire at least much palliated by the imme¬ 
morial custom of (be Moorish Govnnment. 

19. The Council >0 to be appointed at Moorvhci Uh ii l and Patna are 
to ltave the control of all the business relating to the tevrnue, but Mahamud 
Rera Cawn or some other principal person of the country ranat br appointed 
Naib Doan for the Bengal Province (that is the Company * Deputy) and all 
the business must be carried on through the Naih and ondci his scat and 
rigtiing, and In like manner Shitabroy or lomr other principal person at Patna 
for the Bah»r Province. 

20 The Council of Revennn are to sit daily or as often a* ma> be 
necessary for the mo*l minute attention to thl* important branch of business. 
The Nftih i> U> give lu* advice and opinion upon (hr measure* neceswary to 
taken, the officer* and collector* requisite 10 lie ***nt (0 ill* different di- 
iriits, and the order* and powers to be given them, but the Council am to 
consider and determine llw whole and 0.1 appointment, are to be made, 
nor the Nri!>*« seal put to any orders wlthoni their approbation, and capie* 
of all Mitb order* and appointments are to he entered upon their diary or 
a hook apart, and to be transmitted regularly to England.

3$ The union of interests l>etween the Nation and the Company by 
the pnitkrpalion of revenue* under the present agreement with the Govern¬ 
ment having made us In some measure responsible to the public for our 
conduct, it became necessary that Hi* Majesty should be informed of our 
" intention tn appointing this extraordinary Commission, and we have had the 
satisfaction of receiving the Royal approbation with a strong recommendation 
to pursue ctety measure (or the rrform of abuses and the due management 
of the important interests which wc have in charge in the several parts 
of India.

Registers of the Confraternity of the Rosary. 

Allusions to the Bandcl Confraternity of the Rosary are to be met writh at 
the end of the eighteenth century. The earliest date of enrolment in the 
registers now extant is Nov. at, 1869. Many persons all over Bengal get 
their name enrolled into the Bandel Confraternity. The registers mention 
tbc Presidents, the Lady Patronesses and the date of decease of the member*. 
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on record. arc distributed thus under the twelve month* of the year 4. 
4. o 6. 3. 6 6-7 . 2 9. ±3. 20. The burial registers of Bandel, Murghi- 
hatft and Chandemagar do not go bark far enough to let ua see whether 
to the number of baptisms for Bandet in November and December 1756 (23 
and jo) there correspond* a proportionately high mortality; but the Murgtii- 
h.tla baptism registers show nothing unusual in November and December of 
1765. Of the 74 baptisms of 1766, 45 took place in July. During that 
mouth there wa» a visitation by on ecclesiastical dignitary. (Cf, No. »6 in 
out list of priests). Oil! of 23 baptism* in Jnne 1786, 15 wen- conferred 
by the Kptscopal Governor, Frei Manoet <k fJesus Marin Jose ?), t. t. No 
39 infra. 

In spite of many up* and downs, the Bandel baptisms show a steady 
decline, especially after 1803. Evidently, the Catholic population ol Bandel 
was driven by alterations in the economic and hygienic conditions of the 
place to parts lower down both banks ol the river. Handel had become 
proverbially unhealthy. A certain percentage of the baptisms in VoL 6 
(1866.1905) and Vo! 7 (tgoC— ) is due to the fact that people bring 
their children from el*ewhrre, with the permission of their parish*prie&t*, 
to be baptised in the Bande! Giurch. 1 The increase in the number ol 
baptisms since 1904 is due to the Loco quarters; of the E- I. Ky. *t Bandd 
Junction. This has Introduced new Catholic vitality in a place where, bat 
for the never ceasing How of pilgrims, it had become well nigh extinct. 

(Ckinxura. Augustmians ).—The 6 baptisms for Chiruura in 1798 cover 
only the last Jf months. Between 1799 and 1838 the baptisms a! Chinsura 
arc greatly in excess of those of Bnndcl; after that they drop suddenly 
and dwindle rapidly Into insignificance. I lind among mj notes that the 
59 baptisms in 1834 were largely baptisms of soldiers' children. The 
presence of soldiers at Chinsuw between 1829 and 187 1* way explain 
how the figures of baptisms maintained themselves from 1829 *83#.

»8i i, the two localities arc no longer distinguished, which aiuy mran that 
a *pecial register was opened fur Chinsura after (778. It is all the more 
likely ainrr, from 1740 to 1866 or even 1879, there appears to have been 
at Chinsura a resident priest, sometimes even two, and since we have a 
Chinsura baptism register beginning in 1798. At any rate, no special 
marriage register for Chinaura before i8ji i* now extant. 

The statistics of rmiiTUgcs from 1761 to t8ai strike us as very low, 
when compared with the baptisms and burials during that period, even if 
we make atlowanres for a percentage of baptisms in extremis of children 
and adults from paganism who died soon after their baptism. The differ¬ 
ence is all tin; more striking, if the Bimdel burial registers do not include 
ait the death* of Chinsura Nor is it: less striking after 1821, when we 
have the statistic* ot baptisms ami marriages for both Baudot and Chiniura, 
and take il far granted that from thnl date the Bandcf burial statistics con¬ 
tain also those of Chinsura.

37. We do tint altogether agree with Lord Clive in the necessity of the 
Governors making an annual tour of the Provinces. Hie majesty 
and dignity of the Government at ill reside,% in the Nabob and hii 
mSfthder*, and they only art known to the inhabitants as the power 
co whom they art accountable. Any great ■.iolence or oppressions 
wilt most prolubh reach the ear of the Resident at the Darbar who 
can immediately exercise His influence to get them redressed. 
Bui, If the Governor cam^ with him So hi* tour the authority of the 
State, it gives the subject the idea of a divided Government. If, 
nevertheless it <9 found necessary, we expect it shall he made 
udhe ut oateiiLiLion or 1. xpe naive parade. 


In the letter just Quoted, the Directors deitre to assure Mahomed Even 
Cawn ‘if our approbation and protrrtion, and of the sense we entertain of his

Even supposing lit had believed it, as he .iwm that he was at 
that Lime in Calcutta. hi$ plain daiy was to have represented the 
matter <Urei tly to Our Governor and Council, and not to have 
granted very extraordinary privileges to individuals In direct 
umuraditLiLrh La the Company’s orders, with which lie was perfectly 
acquainted. BuL it appears to us very prabaWe that Mahomed 
Cavni's undue influence had totally dtscmiragsd the merchants,, and 
it L» iro wonder they bee .me willing to receive their money

Grt the following day, the Directors added :—

to repeal the same practices whenever sell-interest 4ndn favourable 
opportunity occurs for that purpose.

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On the 39th August, the Directors wrote:— 

18 Notwithstanding we observe that Mahomed Reza Cawn com* 
plained o! a monopoly of rice being carried on by other persona, 
we have received information that he himself, in the very height 
of the famine, has been guilty of great oppressions ; That lie lias 
been guilty of stopping the merchant!*' boats, loaded with rice 
and other provisions intended for the supply of Muxadavad, and 
has forcibly compelled owners to sell their rice to liim, at a price 
«o cheap a a from 35 to 30 Seers per Rupee and re-sold it 
afterwards at the rate of 3 or 4 seers Per Rupee, and all other 
eatables in proportion ; and that aitho’ it is affirmed this conduct 
of Mahomud Rcza Cawm ha* operated in the destruction of many 
thousands of people, yet it has been overlooked by those in power, 
who ought to have prevented him from acting* ' in a manner so 
Inhuman, and so very unworthy the station which he fills, as 
Naib Dcwan of the Province of Bengal 

19 We have repeatedly directed you to enquire into the very Urge 
balances said to be due from Mahornud Reza Cawn on account of 
the Dacca Revenues ; and upon the whole, nothing of consequence 
l»a> been produced by our frequent order* on this subject. But 
after such a discovery of flagrant duplicity in Mahomud Reza Cawn, 
we cannot persuade ourselves that his bare assertion, of having 
accounted for all the money collected, ought to have the least 
credit with us. The unadjusted balances amount to * very large 
sum, and wr are determined that cither he shall prove to us, 
that he did not collect the whole Revenue, and what part was 
remitted, and to whom all abatements were specifically made, c*r 
refund to the Sircar all the balances due from the chucla of Dacca 
during the time he rented the Revenues of that District. 

20 When we expected that the influence and protection of the 
Company would have had such happy effects throughout the 
Provinces of Bengal as would ensure Lo us a considerable increase 
in the Revenue* of the Dewanny, we cannot but be deeply affected 
to see onrselve* disappointed in that reasonable expectation and to 
experience such a reverse as now appears by the great diminution 
of those Revenues, particularly in the Province of Bahar. Indeed, 
when wc turn our view to the flourishing stnte of Burdwan and 
the increasing revenue of that Province, under the immediate 
inspection nur of servants, we cannot hut conclude that the 
diminution of the Dewanny Revenues must have been owing 
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to the misconduct or malversation of those who have had thr 
Superintendency of the collections. 

21. But as we have further reasons to suspect that large sums have, by 
violent oppressive means, been actually collected by Mahomed 
Reta Cawn, on account of the Dewanny Revenues, great part of 
which lie ha* appropriated to his own use, or distributed amongst 
thr creatures ot hi* power and the instruments of his oppressions, 
we should not think ourselves justified to the Company or the 
public were we to leave him in future the management of the 
Dewanny Collections ; and as the transferring the like trust to 
any other minister could yield us little prospect of reaping any 
benefit from the change, we are necessitated to seek by other 
means thr full advantage wc have to expect from the grant of the 
Dewanny. It » therefore our determination to stand forth as 
Dunn, and by the agency of the Company’s servants, to take upon 
ourselves the entire care and management of the revenues. In 
confidence, therefore, of your abilities to plan and execute this 
important work, we hereby authorise ami require you to divest 
Mahomed Rcia Cawn and every person employed by or in 
conjunction with him or acting under his influence of any further 
charge or direction in the business of the collection ; and we trust 
that in the office of Duan you will adopt such regulations and pursue 
such measures as shall at once ensure to us every possible 
advantage and free the ryots from the oppressions of jemindars 
und petty tyrants under which they may have been suffered to 
remain, from the interested view of those whose influence and 
authority should have been exerted for their relief and protection. 

22 From the grounds Uiat we have to suspect that Mahomed Rera 
Cawn has abused the trust reposed in him and km guiitv of 
many acts of violence and injustice towards his countrymen, we 
deem insufficient the depriving him ol a station which may be 
made subservient to the most corrupt purposes ; it is therefor* 
our pleasure and command that you enter into a minute Investiga¬ 
tion not only of the causes to which the decrease of revenue may 
br ascribed*, but also into Mahomed Kraa Cawn's general conduct 
during the time the Dewanny revenues have been under his 
charge. And, as the several complaints and accusations already 
noticed to you, are of a nature too serious to be suffered to pas* 
over without the most rigid enquiry, we have directed our Presi¬ 
dent to order him to repair to Calcutta there to answer to the 
lucts which shall be alleged against him, both in respect to hi* 
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public administration and private conduct. And while we enjoin 
you to pursue your rrseaivhes with unremitting care and attention, 
we expei t you to obtain not only a just and adequate restitution 
of all sums which may have been withheld from the Circar or the 
Company, cither by * mberxlement or collusion, but also the redress 
of surh injuries as individuals may lure sustained by the exercise 
of his power or the vflfects of his avarice. 

13. As Mich appearances o! corrutn practices in the adminiitratlnn 
of Mahomed Kera Cawn leave us room to apprehend that he may 
have been equally unfaithful in the discharge of the trust he held 
under the Nabob, we further direct that you make a full and 
strict enquiry concerning the application of the large sums which 
have passed through hi» hands on account of the annual stipends 
paid ro successive Nabobs in consequence of the Treaty in 1765 
for Die maintenance of their family and the charge "of sepoys 
for the support or their dignity and if It shall appear that any 
part thereof has not been duly accounted for by hltn, we require 
you to demand nml receive for the brnefit of the Circar the 
amount ot all Mich sums as he may have withheld or applied to his 
own separate use. 

14 - Thu ugh we have not a doubt but that by the exertion of your 
abilities and the care and assiduity of our servants in the 
superintendency of the revenue the collections will be conducted 
with more advantage to the Company and ease to the natives than 
by the means of a Naib Duan, we are fully sensible of thr expedi. 
enev ot supporting some ostensible minister in the Company’s 
interest at the Nabob’s Court ro transact the political affairs'of 
the Circar and interpose between the Company and the subjects 
of any European Power in all cases where they may thwart our 
interest or encroach on our authority. And an Mahomed Rcra 
Cawn can no longer be considered by us as one to whom such a 
power can safely be committed, we trust to your local knowledge 
the selection of some person well qualified for the affairs of 
Government and of whose attachment to the Company you shall be 
well assured. Such person you will recommend to the Nabob 
to succeed Mahomed Reza as Minister ot the Government and 
Guardian •>( the Nabob s minority; and we persuade ourselves that 
the Nabob wifi pay such regard to your recommendation as to 
invest him with the necessary power and authority. 

25. As the advantages which the Company may receive from the 
appointment of such Minister will depend on *hU readiness to 
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promote our views and advance our interest, we are willing to 
allow him so liberal a gratification as may excite his zeal and 
ensure hift attachment to the company. VVe therefore empower 
you to grant to the person whom you shall think worthy of 
this trust an annual allowance not exceeding three laaks of 
rupees, which we consider not only as a munificent reward 
for any services he shall render the Company but sufficient to 
enable him to support his station with suitable rank snd dignity. 
And here we must add that in the choice you shall make of a 
person to be the active Minister of the Nabob’* government, 
we hope and trust that you will show yourselve* worthy of 
the confidence that we have placed in you, by being actuated 
therein by no other motive* than those of tl»r public good and 
the safety and interest of the Company 
36. As the disbursement of the sums allotted to the Nabob for the 
maintenance of his household and family and th<- support of his 
dignity will pass through the hands of the Minister who shall 
be selected by you, conformable to our preceding ordi-rs, we expect 
that you will require such Minister to drlivur annually to your 
Board a regular and exact account of the application of the several 
sums paid by the Company to the Nabob. This you will strictly 
examine and we trust that you will not suffer any part of the 
Nabob's stipend to be appropriated to the Minister's own use, 
or wasted among tbc unnecessary dependents «»f the Court, but 
that the whole amount be applied to the purposes for which it was 
assigned by us. 

Between the years 1814 and 1876 there were seven Bishops of Calcutta, 
one of whom (Bishop Wilson) occupied the sec for twenty-six years. Fr m 
iS k 4 to 1871 there were only four Archdeacons. Of the first Archdeacon very 
little is known, there being practically no records of hN work extant In the 
Archdeacon’s Office. A somewhat meagre monument is to be found in the 
chanced of St John's Church : It records :—

First Archdeacon of Calcutta, 
died 4th September 1823.

Archd&ieoii Luring was internal in the South Park Street Burial 
Ground cm the 4H1 September, 1822 : but the official register doe* not show 
the site of the grave. The next two Archdeacons werr men of mm 
renown, both of them becoming Bishop* of Madras, Daniel Com* was 
appointed Archdeacon in 1823, was consecrated Bishop of Madras in 1835, 
and died February 5th 1837, aged 59, Thoma* Deal try succeeded te the 
Archdeaconry in *835. when Currie went home ip be consecrated Bishop, 
Dcailry waa consecrated for Madras in 1849, succeeding to Bislmp George 
John Trevor Spencer, who resigned in that year and died in ,866- John 
Henry Pratt became Archdeacon of Calcutta b 1849, and died at Ghazipur 
on December 28 th 1871, having served In the Ben gut EtetestasticaJ 
Establishment for thjrtydhree yean, and held the Archdeaconry for 
twenty-two.

T Hh announcement made of the gift by the Government of India to the 
Royal Philatelic Society of nine lithographic stone* and four engraved 
copper plates used in the production of the earliest Indian postage .'ramps 
and essays in Calcutta in the mid filties is not only of philatelic interest, but 
also of general moment HU Excellency thr Viecroy has oflered them to the 
Society a, relics ol " considerable historic interest.-and, needless to say. hi, 
o *t lias been accepted w ith gratitude. The present writer had more than once 
availed himself ol the opportunity at the Survey Office in Calcutta of handling 
these valuable reminders ol a long-ago period of postal activity, and when 
resident tn that city, more than once nntuccessfully urged limit being placed In 
the Vienna Memorial Hall collection as worthy ol permanent deposit there. 
Smce Ins return from India he has again called public attention to Hu m at 

the Margate Congress and elsewhere, and now India's loss has resulted in 
London s gain. 

In commenting on the gift the London Philatelist dwells upon tile 
suitability Of the Royal Philatelic Society to be the Recipient of this -rkh and 
valuable donation.- which will form a fitting appanage 'to the plate. 21 
reposing in Southampton Row of early Mauritius, Prince Edward’s Island 
Sou.h Australia, and other dominions.

The earliest Indian postage stamp, known as the •• SdndisDAks " were 
locally issued for Sclndc by Sir Battle Frere in 1852, but their use had been 
tseoatinucd prior to the appearance of the issue, for the whole of India of 
^ The quaint little red, white and blue trio, bearing the Company's 
ZT.T arr ° W ba,,ge ( " e ‘ IJra0Wn “CUve) used from rhe .Le of 

' rUn ,“ S TT h> ' 3 ° U ’ Septembcr * 8 ^ •*» which the unused 
stock was destroyed, and the Pan.lndinn stamps appeared. 
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A po-ul system of a kind had already been established by Clive (i ;66) 
and improved upon by Warren Hastings (1774), and in 1837 110 elaboration 
of ii was established which held its ground with more or less success until the 
stamps made from the stones and plates now given by the Viceroy to London 
appeared. 

At first the Court of Directors was disposed to rely permanently upon 
Indian made stamps and, in 1853 Colonel Forbes of the Calcutta Mint 
produced a design lor a stamp showing the conventional “ Lion and Palm-tree ’ 
av borne on the gold mohur coin of 1847 from a die of Wyon'» engraving, 
and it U not without interest to note in passing that this same design is 
the subject of the obverse of the medal of the Philatelic Society of India 
formed in 1897. " The Postage and Telegraph Stamps of India, ’ (to which 

this writer i> much indebted for material for this article) tells the story in 
detail of the delays resulting from the experiments and enquiries on the part 
of the Mint authorities, until ultimately, at the end of 1854, Captain H. 
L Thnillier, Deputy Surveyor-General In charge of dcparmental 

lithography at the Survey Office, relieving the Mint, successfully undertook 
the manufacture ol the first stamps of India which now rank with many 
other rouch-sought-aftcr issues of the early days ol Philately. Them is no 
occasion to describe the Thui!licr*Numcroodin stamps here. AH are wril 
known to both philatelists and the general public. Considering the circums¬ 
tance? of their origin, (ink, chemicals, paper and other necessities ol inanufac- 
lure all proved unaccommodating) and the time pressure under which they 
were created, they are among the miracles of thrir kind, reflecting the greatest 
credit upon the drill of Baboo Numrroodrcn, the artist chiefly responsible for 
the execution of the work and upon the patience and energy of all concerned 
Numerodeen U one of the natives of India whose fame has long survived 
him. Captain ThuiMcr died as General Sir Henry Edward Landor Thuillicr, 
C. S. L, in June 1906 a! the age of ninety-two 

A two anna stamp (turned out by the Calcutta Mint) appeared in 1854. 

Various circumstances transpiring, it was noi deemed advisable to rely 
upon India M the source of supply for the growing colossal requirements of 
the Indian postal system, and in November 1855 the first Indian sumps 
made In England by Messrs De La Rue & Co., reached Calcutta and were 
brought Into use. Now as then, the firm of De La Rue ,>t Co., arc still the 
makers oi India’s stamps. There is a story that very grave apprehension 
prevailed in India that the first De La Rue consignment would not arrive in 
time to obviate a stamp-famine. The local stamps were rapidly being 
absorbed, and it is believed by some that the Mint had made the necessary 
preliminary arrangements for a M Lion and Plam-tree M provisional issue 
in the event of the non-arrival of the earliest steel engraved stamps from 
home. The consignment, however, arrived in time.

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TpHOUGH the Dutch Church at Chinsurah is the oldest building in 
Bengal used for the worship of the Anglican Church, the history 
of that body in Bengal starts at the neighbouring tovm of Hughii, where a 
factory of the East India Company was established in 1660. To this Station 
the first Anglican chaplain in Bengal—the Rev. John Evans—was posted in 
1678, a* chaplain of the Bay , he served at Hnghli until the factor) was tem¬ 
porally abandoned in 1684. Evans' life is fully treated by Archdeacon Hyde 
in ilk Parochial Annals of Bengal, The Author of the Hughii District 
Gaacttccr (1909) says that a chapel existed here in 1679 and gives Hyde as 
his authority. As a matter of fart Hyde gives an account of the chapel and 
services at Suiat in *633, and suggest* that this represents the ideal at which 
Evans was aiming. It is probable, however, that a room in the factory was at 
first used for divine service, and this idea is supported by a book published 
at Delhi about 1680 Tartkh-t-Khaji Khan (quoted by Cot. Crawford t.M.S. 
on this point in his Brief History of the Hnghli District 1903) w hich says 
'• In the churches of tlic English who arc also Christians, there are no 
figure* set up oa idols. The writer of these [rages has frequently visited 
these places and has conversed with their learned men, and records what 
he lias seen." This passage follows immediately on a description of the 
Portuguese at Hughii, and the Bandel Priory, and may refer to an English 
chap* I. Evans returned home in 1689 and was made Bishop oi Bangor and 
later of Meath.

Chaplains were regularly appointed for 
their south Indian stations by the Dutch, but at Chinsurah services were 
regularly conducted by an official known as the ‘'Zeckentrooster'’ or

Since my letter of the 14th January tail I think it possible yna moy be 
disappointed in the remittance I proposed of £4.000 by the way of China. By 
advice received from thence in the course of last month, no bills were 
obtainable on the English Company. However, as l gave instructions to remit 
the twine), I have still acme faint hopes that it may find ft* way to Europe 
The difficulty which attends sending money to England makes me wish you 
would sc ire every opportunity of giving bills upon me for whatever amount 
you may be aide to secure in England : it is the only safe and certain mode 
that occurs to me of throwing the whole of my fortune into your hands and 
of giving to your personal jiowers that additional influence pro* reding from 
f a command of money. The Government to support the expenre incurred by 
maintaining a Fleet in India are obliged to answer hills drawn by the Admiral 
to the amount of that ex pence, Tlw rale of exchange at which these bills are 
drawn I believe, differs and is not at any fixt standard. Now I should suppose 
it possible by forming on acquaintance with some of the members of the Board 
ot Admiralty to get a proffer of supplying the money required for the charge of 
the f li i t ai a lower rale of exchange than has been hitherto and might obtain an 
OTdtr to the Admiral to take all or part of the money he haa occasion for from 
rrc. at the fixt rates; you may be able to settle the exchange. Nothing should 
be left to the Admiral, as he would without doubt use a discretional power to 
prevent the success of a plan Ins interest leads him to oppose, and the best way 
to prevent this, would he lo influence the Admiralty to take your bills upon me

I could llten afford to allow for a gratuitous fee to any member of the 
Admiralty one thousand pounds to expedite and secure the remittance of 
live lacks. Should it be stated in objection that there is a possibility of the 
Bills not being answered, you might with propriety refute it by observing 
that admitting the supposition, yet it could not be a good reason for injecting 
the Bills you offered, because in that case if the bills were not paid, the 
Government would be in the same position precisely as it is at present 
respecting the supplies obtained for the Fleet. Therefore your proposition of 
giving bill* insured an advantage to the Government and subjected it not to 
any risk whatever, for you asked no advance of money until certificates should 
arrive from India specifying the payment of the Bills. 

I have seen and conversed with Lt.-Col. McLean, but did not touch upc*» 
the loan you had made to him, as I found no possible opportunity of remit-* •* 
the money and was sensible an application must distress him very much. 
His appointments are handsome, but, I fear, will not equal his expectations in 
point of consequence or profit, though in the Utter point he told me he should 
be satified. My only reason for doubting he may not be so, is his advanced 
age and the anxi *v with which he wishes to return to England He expressed 
to me a concern fof the dissipated state of his fortunes—a hint I conceived 
o! bis incapacity to return thr obligation yon had conferred upon him. 
Should l at any time possess power in this country from what little I know o! 
ColonrI McLean, he is the first man whose assistance I should count. 

I enclose yon duplicate of a letter to Messrs. Nettleton anJ Raikes A 
grntlcman of the name of Jam.-s Miller to whom I wish well, but on whose 

account I do not desire you to exert any degree of influence that you think
